Provisions of Treaty. 
Portsmouth, Sept. 5.—The text of 
the peace treaty was g iven out today. 
It contains seventeen articles In all. 
Article one stipulates that peace 
and friendship between Japan and 
Russia shall be re-established. 
Article two recog nizes the prepon- 
derancy of Interest of Japan in Korea, 
and stipulates that Russia will not 


oppose Japan’s g overnment of Korea. 


Article three stipulates that both 
countries shall evacuate Manchuria. 
Article four g ives Port Arthur and 
Dalny, with adjacent land and wa­ 
ters, to Japan. 
Article five ag rees that neither na­ 
tion shall interfere with China’s de­ 
velopment of Manchuria. 
Article six provides that the Man­ 
churian railway 
shall be 
operated 
jointly between Russia and Japan at 
Kouang Tcheng tse. Russia xeeps her 
bronch lines and Japan acquires mines 
in connection with such branch lines. 
Article seven provides that Russia 
Mid Japan shall make « injunction of 
two branch lines which they own at 
Kouang Tcheng tse. 
Article eig ht provides that branch 
lines shall be worked with the view 
to assure commercial traffic between 
them without obstruction. 
In article nine Russia cedes the 
southern part of Sakhalin to Japan, 
and the rig hts of free navig ation In 
bays of LaPerouse and Tarte are as­ 
sured.

ro ads. 
Co rpo ratio ns 
are so metimes 
given a franchise to dam rivers in the 
interest o f trade, bu t wo u ld Co ngress­ 
man Calderhead claim that tne co r­ 
po ratio n wo u ld o wn the river the same 
as a farmer o wms his farm?

of a De Qulncey . 
He is a citizen of th e world. 
You 
could not mention th e name of a man 
or woman of any note from Hong­ 
kong to Hoboken but h e could answer 
y ou with anecdote of h is personal ac­ 
q uaintance with th at person. He h as 
iiobnobbed with roy alty , with states­ 
men, literateurs, th e elite of th e uni- 
Terse—^and h e h as broken stone in 
prisons from th e Orient to th e Golden 
Gate. 
Educated 
at 
Ox ford 
university , 
ffl^ed with a brilliant, albeit crooked, 
Untellect. soft of speech and polish ed 
•of manner, h e made friends every ­ 
wh ere^—many of wh om still ch erish 
a regard for h im in spite of th e black­ 
ness of h is record. 
He was bom 
about 
45 y ears ago, 
th e son of an 
English army officer named Palmer, 
and h e did not adopt th e alias of Ross 
Ray mond until h e became involved in 
« crime in th is country . 
. H e came h ere from England over 20 
y ears ago. and did journalistic work 
of th e h igh est q uality on many news- \ 
papers. 
Th en h e became involved in 
swindling operations, 
and 
served a 
term in Sing Sing. 
Upon h is release 
lie went abroad again. 
It was th en 
th at h e performed th e most remark- , 
able ex ploit of h is career. 
He h ad 
h een in Egy pt, wh ere h e h ad made 
th e acq uaintance 
of Mrs. Peix otte, 
wife of th e American consul at Ly ons, 
France. 
Gaining h er confidence h e , 
learned all th at was necessary of h er 
h usband and h is position, and, appear­ 
ing one 
day in Ly ons, h e introduced 
h im self to th e consul as a son of 
Henry J. Ray mond, editor of th e >"ew* 
York Times. 
It was not long before 
h e h ad won th e consul’s favor as well, 
and h e soon f6und h imself th e center 
of th e American set in th e French 
city . 
He was wined and uined and 
petted with th e utmost prodigality , 
and wh en h e became a trifle sh ort of 
ready money Mr. Peix otte was only 
too deligted to cash a ch eck for 5,000 
francs. 
By th e time th e ch eck w*as 
found to be bogus Ray mond h ad dis­ 
appeared.

one day at th e Hotel Splendide, In 


Paris, a turbaned individual of Orient­ 
al aspect, with several servants in 
Egy ptian gard.

mond. called for th e proprietor, and, 
with an air of my stery , confided to 
h im th e fact th at h e was private sec­ 
retary to th e Kh edive of Egy pt, wh o 
would follow’ in a day or two.

roy al master was traveling incognito, 
owing to financial complications, but 
th at would detract noth ing from Ills 
Eastern bounty . 
Th e secretary w4s 
instructed 
to make a gift to th e h o­ 
tel keeper—any th ing th e latter migh t 
ch oose. 
Th ey went to Rav.Mi1. th e jew’c't-r 
of th e Rue de la Paix , and h ere Ray ­ 
mond selected a magnificent watch , 
studded with th e rich est gems, h ad 
th e h otel man’s initials set in th e case 
In diamonds and presented it to h im 
with th e compliments of th e Kh edive. 
Th e gift in all cost some $1,200. With 
h is w^onderful astuteness, Ray mond 
th en carelessly w*ent over a list of 
oth er presents wh ich h e was commis­ 
sioned to make in Paris, and h ad th e 
jeweler set aside diamond brooch es, 
rings and jewels of th e rarest value, 
worth in all about $15,000, “wh ich h e 
would call for tomorrow*.“ Th e jewel­ 
er h ad, of course, been informed by 
th e h otel keeper of th e greatness of 
h is patron and graciously permitted 
h im to ch oose h is own time foi; settle­ 
ment. 
Th e fact th at Ray mond was 
accompanied by th e manager of th e 
great h otel was sufficient guarantee 
for h im. 
Returning to th e h otel, Ray mond 
engaged th e premier suite “for th e 
Kh edive,” obliging th e h otel keeper 
to apologetically send to apartments 
on th e upper floor a party of German 
petty princes.
